Quite a few “don'ts” are urged ‘upon, the’ attention of ‘summer campers 
and vacationists, but all too frequently the things which ought to be done are 
overlooked, For example, people are urged not to leave a camp fire until 
they are assured that the last spark has been extinguished. They are warned

ists are oven asked not to pluck wayside wild flowers only. to have them 
wither and Wie Ina few hours, but to leave them blooming in their natural 
state, thus ncaihg to the beauty of the highways and adding to ihe pleasure 
of all.

-essential. things required in casé of minor accidents, poisoning, severe sun- 
urn, ete, . Remembering that a doctor or nurse may bo many miles distant 
‘such simple remedies, and the easily understood directions which go with |. 
ssuth a kit, may result not ‘only in relieving pain and discomfort, but -actually 
apréventing s¢rious iliness..

Hours of Day in Summer Longer Than 
Hours of Night 

By the ancient Egyptians: the day 
was divided ‘into 24 hours..of equal 
length. The Greeks adopted a dif- 
ferent system, dividing the day, that 
is, the period: between sunrise. and 
sunset, into-42 -hours,-and also the 
night. Whence it followed that it 
was ‘only at two periods of the year 
that the length of the hours during the 
day and night were uniform. In con- 
sequence, .those who adopted the 
Greek system were obliged to furnish 
their water ‘clocks with a compensat- 
ing device so that the equal hours 
measured ‘by those clocks jshould be 
rendered unequal according ‘to the
